DRAINAGE. 


Editor Massachusetts Ploughman : 

The piece of land drained contains about 
three acres, and is surrounded on all sides 
but one by higher land, that one is a part of 
the piece drained but not yet operated upon. 
On one side of the piece drained runs a 
stream of considerable size, from that a ditch 
four feet wide was cut, which empties lower 
down into the stream. Into this ditch all the 
drains enter from the higher land having a 
fall of about nine inches on the one hundred 
feet. 

The whole of this meadow drained and un- 
drained is underlaid with hard blue gravel, 
smooth as a floor, and is covered with mud 
and peat from one-half to ten feet thick, but 
in no part of the drained is it more than 
three feet. Through this, from the highest 
point of hard ground, drains have been cut 
thirty feet apart, deep enough to leave the 
bottom of them twelve inches below the soft 
ground. In these four inch tiles were laid at 
the upper end for about one hundred feet, 
from these two hundred feet more to the en-

WEW YORK STATE DAIRYMEN’S 
ASSOCI TION, 


This Convention met at Little Falls on the 
2nd inst., X. A. Willard, President, in the 
Chair. We condense from the Utica Herald

“Mr. Wi lard ed by saying that the nm- 
tory of organizations for the discussion of eapees 
relating to the dairy goes back no further than 
January 6, 1864. The first convention, occurring 
at Rome, N. Y., was most remarkable in its re- 
sult. Why, my friends, we have revolutionized 
the feel ng in England, and forced that nation to 
admit that American cheese is quite equal to the 
best English manufacture, while the bulk of our 
exports is regarded as superior to the bulk of 
English make. The English people find it more 
and more difficult to compete with us in quality, 
and are now turning their attention to the factory 
system as a means of solving this difficulty. But 
by the better character of our cheese we have 
created an immense home market, which could 
not have been secured on the old quality of 
cheese. 

* The exports of cheese during the past year 
have been the largest ever made. According to 
ofiicial returns of the custom house, we exported 
from January 1, to December 24, 1871, 67,530,000 
Ibs., and for the same time in 1870, 61,451,500 Ibs. 
showing an increase in 1871 ever 1870 of 6,078,- 
500 Ibs. In 1870, we exported only 1 394,200 Ibs., 
of butter; last year, 1871, our exports were 8,519,- 
700 lbs. ; an increase for the past year of 6,125,505 
lbs. 

“ You need not be told that the average price of 
cheese has been low. The fact, doubtless, has 
been forcibly impressed upon your minds at 
every sale of cheese during the 
under the present system of marketing, I can see 
no prospect of better prices in the future. There 
are several circumstances that have conspired to 
| bring about a weak state of the market, such as 
| the general decline in the price of all farm pro- 
| ducts, especially the low rates of bacon and pork ; 

but the chief cause of low prices is the stupid 
}imanner in which our cheese is brought forward 
|} in hot weather and forced upon the markets. 

“I cannot see how it is possible to sustain 
prices under such a condition of things. It isa 
| forced sale ‘from beginning to end and the law of 

forced sales is that real values can not be realized. 
| The remedy, it is obvious, lies in additional cur- 
jing houses at the factory, so constructed that 
may be held from time to time, as de- 





che tse 
| sired. . 
“It is believed by many that the dairymen of 
j the East are to get relict by the abandonment of 
| dairying at the West, thereby reducing the gen- 
|} eral make of cheese. I do not think we can look 
| for any permament benefit in this direction. The 
| business will be developed from year to year in 
|new localities, where lands are adapted to the 
| dairy. You can not convince the West that more 
money is to be made in pork or grain raising, 
than in dairying, even at present prices, because 
| the facts are against any such assumption. 
| « The cost of \ransportation eats out the profit on 
grain raising at the West. The cheese makers 
| of Illinois are altogether better off this vear than 
| the grain raisers of the State, and so of Wiscon- 
sin aud other States. We are not over producing 
jin dairy goods—that is not the matter; but we 
lack enterprise in opening up the home markets, 
and in supplying the kinds and qualities of cheese 
desired by our pe ple.”

But 
we also find in these same herds some good for 
nothing, goaty cows, which do not half pay 
their keeping at pres nt prices, In order to illus- 
trate the ditlerence between a good cow and a 
| poor one, allow me to quote from a very able ad- 

diess delivered by Mr. S. 8S. Whitman, of this 

place, before the American Dairymen’s Associa- 
| tion, at Utica, at the session of 1866. On page 77 
| of the report, Mr. Whitman says : 
| “All dairymen know that a good cow is much 
| better than a poor one, but all do not appreciate 
the ditference. To illustrate this difference, I can 
| not do better than to give an extract from an es- 
jay by Mr. A Reed, in March, 1859, before the 
| Farmers’ Club of Little Falls. The whole of it 

is valuable, as all his essays were. Mr. Reed 
| gives the statistics of the yield and profit of five 
| of the best cows in bis dairy, and also of the five 
poorest, in the year 1857. 

These were obtained by measuring and record- 
ing the amount of each cow’s milk on the first 
day of each month, and are approximately cor- 
rect.

Another eminently successful practical 
farmer, H. 8. Porter, of Hatfield, says: “I 
have been using cotton seed meal for the 
last ten years with great success, not only 
for dairy purposes, but more especially for 
fattening purposes. I have used it in small 
quantities, three quarts a day, mixed with 
Indian meal and shorts, and have found it 
very beneficial, so much so that I continue 
to use it, and I have never perceived any bad 
effects from it. For fattening purposes I 
have never seen anything equal to it. I find 
that those cattle that have been fed with cot- 
ton seed and Indian meal always weigh the 
best, and so far as my experience goes, feed- 
ing with cotton seed meal has been a great 
success. I have a neighbor who fed cotton 
seed meal very extensively to two cows. 
They were very nice cows and he kept them 
in a high state of flesh, feeding them as much 
as eight or ten quarts of cotton seed a day. 
The consequence was that he had @ great 
flow of milk and made a large amount of 
butter, eighteen pounds of butter a week 
from each cow. But in two years he had to 
turn them to beef.”

tember and October and fail to realize over 
three dollais from the day’s marketing. Think 
of that ye mechanics who obtain your three 
dollars and a half for eight hours work, while 
the farmer has already earned that sum while 
raising it, and has to spend another day to 
take it to town to get it. 

Farming cannot be made profitable with- 
out capital, and that capital must be invested 
in large pastures and good, and plenty of 
wood and mowing land. I suppose that I 
have spent in time going to market, hundreds 
of dollars, while hiring in my absence, help 
to hoe and weed my crops at home, men and 
boys who did not earn their victuals. Such 
help are the weasels that suck the blood out 
of the profits of the business. I acknowledge 
that there are now and then men who get 
forehanded at the business, such as have cap- 
ital to begin with, or whose farms adjoin the 
sea from whence they draw largely for their 
fertilizers. This picture have I drawn of 
common farming in New England, and in 
my future letters I will take the readers of 
the Ploughman in imagination from the 
gravelly soil of the east to the fertile plains 
of Kansas, and show them the contrast. The 
farms of Massachusetts are fast coming into 
the possession of the Irish, who are industri- 
ous, untiring workers, and who will live on 
potatoes and milk with an old. pipe as a so- 
lace, and get forehanded ; while the American 
farmer and his family must live in luxury in 
comparison, and clothe better and take the

THE MILK QUESTION. 
Editor Massachusetts Ploughman : 

I have read carefully the articles by C. on 
the milk question; he states the case fairly 
enough perhaps, only I think the trials of 
the poor contractor, who makes only fifteen 
or twenty thousand a year, must be very 
hard to bear; but there is one thing he says 
in the last article, that I do not like to 
have go unquestioned. He says, “ the trouble 
of the producer is not so much that he does 
not get a fair price for his milk, as that he 
is under the tyranny of the contractor,” &c. 
Now I think that is the great trouble and a 
very great trouble too. Farmers are making 
milk year after year and do not get for it 
the price of the hay their cows eat, to say 
nothing of the grain bought. As fur any pay 
for labor, that is not to be thought of, as 
with most farmers idleness is worse than 
original sin; pay for their work in winter, 
when they have nothing else to do, is out of 
the question. 

The report of the Milk Producer’s Associ- 
ation also omit to say anything about the 
cost, as though that was of no account. Now 
I think that is the great question. Let us 
by all means begin there, the cost of pro- 
duction ; with that as a starting point I think 
we will have no trouble with contractors. 
What man will have the face to ask us to 
take thirty-eight cents per can for milk if it 
is proved that it costs fifty ? 

Now I do not make but little milk myself 
and do not intend to until I can get fifty 
cents per can in summer and seventy-five in 
winter. I was talking with one of our larg- 
est producers a short time since, and about 
the way he figured was this

Now while farmers figure that way, there 
is no use to blame contractors or any one 
else but themselves, and more than that, 
there is no remedy for their troubles, until 
they understand that they are losing money 
by producing milk at present prices. 

The profits of farming are small enough 
at the best in New England ; we cannot raise 
grain, for the West can raise it much cheaper, 
and in Massachusetts we can hardly raise

potatoes as a profit; but milk as yet cannot 





I have had some experience, having been 
a farmer twenty-six years, and in former 
years I hauled a great deal of muck and dirt 
to put into the barn cellar, but I have found 
out that it was all folly, that I never got 
pay for my labor. Now the most profitable 
way todo it, in my opinion, is this, to have 
a cellar large enough to hold all your man- 


ure, with a cemented bottom. From fall to 


spring don’t move it till you are ready to 


plough it into the land. Don’t throw any 
corn butts nor long stuff into it. If you 
have corn butts, the cattle wont eat, throw 
them into the yard to rot. In the spring cart 
your manure and spread it fifty loads to the 
acre, and plough it in with a side hill plough 
five inches deep. I used to plough it in 
but no farmer can afford to 
plough manure in so deep. Then mark it 
out and put in your seed and you are pretty 
sure of success. 

But some farmers think that they must 
have a great pile of what they call manure, 
made by mixing muck, which of itself is not 
of sufficient vaiue to pay for carting.

MILK TOA POUND OF BUTTER. 


Editor Massachusetts Ploughman : 

Inoticed in the Ploughman of Dec. 234. 
the statement of Mr. D. F. Appleton in re- 
gard to “ how many quarts of milk to a 
pound of butter.” He states that from his 
imported Jerseys, he gets a pound from 
eight and twenty-four twenty-fifths quarts. 

I also find in your last week's issue, that 
Mr. Benjamin Corson . * theommon 
breed crossed with the Jérsey,” produces a 
pound of butter, from a small fraction over 
six and two-thirds quarts, and as he re- 
marked in his communication, that “if any 
of the extra breed of cows could beat this, 
he thought them worth having,” &c. I 
thought I would try the experiment, and 
measured six quarts from a pure blooded 
Jersey, and it produced just eighteen ounces 
of bu ter.

To do this, eve i must be done at the 
right time, and in the best manner. By 
draining, the water must be rid of; by 
cutivation, weeds must be destroyed; by 
manure, the soil must be enriched ; by rota- 
tion of crops, the largest yield must be se- 
cured ; by improving stock, the feed must be 
economized and made of more value; and 
the how-to-do-all this is the sum and sub- 
stance of agricultural scierce. Books on 
farming relate the experience of successful 
men, the experiments they have made, and 
the results they have attained. Any and 
every farmer, who, by the use of his reason- 
ing powers, is enabled to raise one bushel of 
corn per acre more than he has hitherto done, 
by improved methods, is a scientific farmer, 
poe yee any Ne disown the ee 
and not only one a good thing for 
himself, but the world at large is, to some 
extent, better for his efforts and success ; his 
mission, as a man, has been to that extent 
fulfilled, and leave the world better 
than he found it.- Hearth and Home.

this urine in five months, and from fourteen 
cattle, produced a compost sufficient for the 
tertilization of seven acres of land. He states 
further, that he had tried this experiment for 
ten years, and had indiscrimately used in the 
same field either the rotted cow dung, or the 
saturated earth; and in all the stages of the 
crop, he had never been able to discover any 
perceptible difference. He found that his 
compost lasted in its effects as many years as 
his best putrescent manure; and he there- 
fore fearlessly avers, that a load of each is of 
equivalent value. His deductions are not the 
result of one single experiment—but of those 
of ten years in succession. 

Much more might be said upon this im- 
portant subject—But a hint to the wise, is— 
or ought to be sufficient. 

Swamp muck.— There is a great differ- 
ence of opinion, not only among scientific 
men, but also among practical farmers, in re- 
lation to the value of swamp muck for com- 
posting with animal manures. No doubt there 
is a great difference in the manurial value of 
peat and muck obtainable in different locali- 
ties ; many farmers have long used it for com- 
posting with green manure, and as they think: 
profitably too ; while others say the digging, 
carting and composting is labor spent in 
vain. One thing is certain, dried muck 
liberally used in the horse stables and cattle 
hovels will absorb a great amount of urine 
that otherwise might be lost, and this carted 
on to the lands is a good fertilizer. The de- 
composition of vegetable matter of the muck 
yields carbonic acid, which by its action liber- 
ates the potash and other mineral constitu- 
ents of the soil, rendering them soluble. 
And muck also when ploughed into sandy 
soils retains the water, sponge like, lessen- 
ing the evil effects of drouth. 

The opinion of the late Col. Phinney, a 
distinguished agriculturist of Lexington, 
Mass., founded on close observation and 
long practice, is that one part of green cattle 
manure compested with twice its bulk of 
peat, will make the whole as good as pure 
dung. Some perhaps may doubt the truth- 
fulness of the above expressed opinion. 

But by the daily mixing the peat with the 
droppings of the cattle all the urine was 
saved—thus doubling the value of the excre- 
ments, over the manure where its liquid por- 
tions are wasted.

The cultivator is ex- 
cellent for this, as it mixes with the manure, 
what remains, with the raw soil brought to 
the surface in the fall, already charged and 
acted upon by the liquid elements of the 
manure. Thus there need be no loss, for 
here is a growth at once, manure and new 
(old) soil united, and forming a rich, deep, 
mellow bed, a condition better than the land 
probably ever saw before. And it is lasting. 
his new soil is not at once reduced, but 
gradually, year after year, yields its elements 
as they are formed, instead of deteriorating 
at once. 
And this thing can and should be con- 
tinued, bringing up new soil and deepening 
it, thus increasing still more its capacity, 
giving you soon a double amount of soil, two 
farms in one. This is not theory, it is prac- 
tice, and not isolated practice. In our ex- 
perience we can testify to this. 
But not all land, it will be said, is capable 
of being thus benefited. There is but little. 
The most uninviting we know has been 
benefited, a light drift that yielded little. This 
deepened, showed signs of improvement, and 
with manure aiding it, became a_ profitable 
soil. Of course no one would bring up pure 
sand or gravel of tenacious clay. And yet, 
by littles, this is sometimes, a benefit. We 
bring up sand where itis needed, in the 
upper soil or clay, and even slate has been 
worked in this way and made available. If 
fertile, or the upper soil needs it mechanically 
it is an advantage to bring it up, as witness 
cases in Onondaga and the Utica slate. 
Thus, even in the most forbidding cases 
do we fiud a benefit in oe mp the land. 
It is only where the soil is deep and rich al- 
ready, and the subsoil worthless, that we find 
exceptions. All other soils may be benefited 
by deepening, and this is the case with most 
of the land. In treating land to manure, it 
may be asked, why not plough under the 
manure at once and mix with the soil, instead 
of first having it washed out? The answer 
is clear. You cannot so readily,so inti- 
mately distribute through the soil where the 
manure itself is to be mixed, as where a 
liquid saturates the land. Here it permeates 
every part, so far as it goes. This is perfect 
work; the soil is completely, intimately 
charged. Let no one be deceived, but apply 
it to the surface, and leave there till the soil 
has the strength, as well as the protection of 
the covering. Merely to deepen the land 
and not om 4 manure, is to trust wholly to 
the elements, and it will be founda tardy 
operation, paying after a while, but not in 
the start, which is a loss ; we want to get im- 
mediate benefit, besides, manure will more 
perfectly prepare the land. Still it is best, 
even without manure, to deepen the soil if 
the land is badly run. It will be but Itt: 
worse for a year or two, and may even be an 
improvement at once, as we have seen. But

| bushel per day the increase would be in like 
proportion, t. ¢., twenty-eight pounds. Hence, 
the laiger the quantity of food eaten, digested 
and assimilated, the greater will be the increase. 

* The secret of success of pork making hinges 
not so much on any particular breed, although 
the breed has a good deal to do with it, as it 
does on liberal and regular teeling. Neither do 
I favor any partitular breed, but think a cross 
between our common large hogs and some of 
the small breeds, such as the Essex or Suflolk, 
preferable for the dairyman of New York. By 
such a cross we get m re constitu ion and a 
quicker growth. It is putting the great digestive 
powers of the large breed in the body of a small 
refined and quick fattening pig. Increase the 
quantity of food and lessen the demand upon it 
to sustain life, the greater will be the formation 
of flesh and fat. The view that farmers usually 
take is that feeding spring pigs for the autumn 
market is more expensive than the fattening of a 
lean, stunted and squealing shoat that has been 
half starved through four or five cold win er 
months. But this is a mistaken idea. The 
cheapest way to winter a shoat, I think, is in 
the pork barrel, unless you havea very warm 
stable and the conveniences for steaming the 
food, when early cut clover may be fed to 
a great advantage and the pigs made to thrive 
nearly as well as through the warmer months 
But under the common system of wintering 
hogs a well bred spring pig will do the best, 
cost the leastand weigh the heaviest by fall, 
if properly fed and pushed from the beginning. 

“In proportion to the food consumed, young 
pigs grow much more rapidly than older ones, 
and beside, if they are grades of some of the 
small breeds, they will be ready for market 
when four or five months old, and will always 
bring a fancy price. 

“ The starvation and neglect that shoats gen- 
erally receive during the winter will counteract 
every advantage that may be given them during 
th summer. 

“The resources of heat are sufficiently well 
developed to meet nearly every necessity 
Yet the application of heat is, if well understood 
but poorly appreciated. Although heat adds 
nothing to the nutriment of food, and would be 
in no way a benefit if other things were equal. 
but its chief impertance is found in its economy ; 
Heat deprives food of its vegetative powers, de- 
stroys the living principle, increases its digesti- 
bility by rendering soluble that wh ch otherwise 
would be imperfectly digested, and thereby 
increasing the value of food from one-third to 
one-balf.” 


‘ihe Commercial Aspect of the 
Dairy. 


On this subject Mr. J. W. Cronkhite read 
an instructive paper saying that : 


“When we examine the records kept in our 
warehouse at Little Falls, we see that on July 12 
and 13, 1869, the shipment was 6,755 boxes, or 
418,492 pounds. On the corresponding days of 
1871 they were 7,640 boxes, or 473,365 pounds, 
showing an increase of 53,873 pounds. 

“ You have consolidated the milk uf your herds 
and established factories all over the country, 80 
that the poorer dairyman, with his huaif-dozen 
cows, is placed on a pro rata basis with the 
wealthy landholder. So, too, it is within your 
means to again consolidate for the marketing of 

our products, by establishing ix own house 
n New York and Liverpool, and take commerce 
in your own hands, and thus save the profits of 
the “ middlemen,” as well as a ho t of shorts and 
leakages that are “ char, back” to you all the 
way from here to the other side of the Atlantic 
This matter has had some consideration from 
dairymen, and perhaps, might be farther con- 
sidered with juterest and profit. In the sale of 
dairy products, as well as atl other commodities 
of the farm, the cash-on-delivery system should 
be strictly adhered to. Sell no man your hard 
earned products on credit. Do not bh induced 
by $@4 or even @4per Ib. to assume the risk. 
The experience of the past season has taught 
some of our dairymen too dearly that these 
were but alluring baits, for the purpose of con- 
fiscating your property. 

The next speaker announced was L. B_ 
Arnold, of Ithaca. He said : 


« At the constant rate of increase of ulation 
in the United States, the year 1900 will find us with 
100,000,000 of inhabitants. If we continue to con- 
sume cheese at no greater rate than at present, 
it will require two and a half times the quantity 
we now consume, or 450,000,000 pound of checse 
to supply the annual home consumption of that 
day. The shipping demand must also increase. 
Nothing but a war with England can prevent it. 
The English are a cheese-eating people. They 





I can, with pride, commend this essay to the 
careful study of every dairyman pr sent. Many 
other dairymen in this county have attained like 
success, and lett good examples for us to follow, 
And in answering this question with the light we 
have, we mus: answer in the affirmative. 

There are four methods at present employed 
for the improvement of our dairy stock, or, rath- 
er, to increase the quantity of milk produced : 

| First, by purchase; second, by high feeding; 
third, by adding water; and, fourth, by breeding. 

The dairymen of central New York have, for 

| many years, obtained most of their cows from 
| the western part of the State, from the States 
west of this, and from Canada. 

We purchase these cows, brought in from every 
section of the country, and sometimes in infected 
cattle cars, at great peril; and as cattle dis- 
eases are increasing ‘n number, and becoming 
m re widely spread over the land, our dan- 
gers increase year by year; and if this sys- 


introduction of some infectious or contagious 
cattle disease, that will sweep central New York, 
of our herds, as clean as some parts of England 
| have been. Second—Improving our dairy stock 
| by high feeding I judge, has been carried to a 
greater extent in this country than anywhere else 
| in the United States. During the year 1860 over 
one million dollars worth of grain was purchased 
and fed in this county, in addition to what was 
grown i.. the county. In addition to this, a large 
quantity of cattle food was purchased at Utica 
and brought into the county, as well as some 
from the c unties of Otsego and Montgomery. 
As the quantity purchased out of the ceunty, by 
Herkimer county men, could not be obtained, I 
estimated it as equal toall fed in this county to 
teams in addition to that grown here. I conclude 
theref re, that the dairymen of this county ex- 
pended during the year 1869 one million dollars 
to improve the milking qualities of their dairy 
stock, and that the same cows were not near so 
good during the year 1870, on account of that 
enormous expenditure of money. 

3. With the introduction of the factory system 
of cheese-making, a spirit of rivalry among dai y- 
men sprung into existence, hitherto unknown. 
Every dairyman was ound striving to excel 
every other dairymen, in the quantity of milk 
delivered at the factory from alike number of 
cows. This spirit of emulation increased, or be- 
came intensified, with t e increased price paid 
for cheese, until some few dairymen (andI re- 
joice that this number was no greater) could not 
afford to use milk in their tea and coffee, and 
overstepping the rules of right, forgetting their 
own duties, as well as the rights of their neigh- 
bors, would, some times, itis feared, turn the 
rinsings of the cans, pails, and pans into the milk; 
and, as a further evidence that they were im- 
proving the milking qualities of their dairy stock 
would add a pail or two of water, not having the 
shadow even of milk about it. Fourth.—-Failing 
toimprove our dairy stock in a satisfactory 
manner, by cither one of these methods last 
named, we will again refer \o that of careful and 
judicious breeding, as the only legitimate and 
satisfactory method by which the desired im- 
provement of our dairy stock can be effected. 
And for the purpose of bringing out the views of 
others in the discussion wh.ch may follow, I will 
make the following suggestions: The greatest 
improvements may be made, in the shortest time 
and atthe least expense, by using with our 
native cows, a thoroughbred bull of that breed, 
best suited to our expensive farms, and that par- 
ticular branch of the dairy business we intend to 
pursue. For instance, had I a farm pos+essin 
all the essential requisites fora butter dairy, 
would use a thoroughbred Devon or Jersey Uni 
and raise the calves from thosecows which, 
would produce the greatest amount of buver, 
irrespective of the quantity of milk. If, on the 
other hand, the production of milk was my only 
object, and this to be said in any one of our cities 
where pure, rich milk isa stranger, and would 
be regarded with suspicion, if not disgust, I 
would cross with an Ayrshire or Holstein bull 
from the best milking families attainable. Both 
these breeds, and these grades, are excellent 
milkers, and very valuable for cheese dairies. 
The Ayrshires, in fact, are not excelled in their 
ability to obtain a living on steep side-hills, or to 
tvavel long distances to obtain it. On pastures 
that are level, or but gently undulating, and the 
herd not compelled to travel long distances to 
obtain their food, I would preter to cross with 
short-horns, from a good milking family to any 
other, or even to the thoroughbred short-borns, 
themrelves. The grade of s:.ort-horns, if judi- 
ciously bred, and kept on lands suited to their 
condition, will, inmy opinion, produce the 
greatest amount of good milk, butter cheese, and 
beef, or the food consumed, of any grades or 

full-bloods living. There are other favorite 
| breeds which would improve our native dairy

CARELESSNESS IN THE USE OF 
MATCHES. 


Only people advanced in years will fully 
appreciate the advantage of the modern 
matches, because they remember the trouble 
experienced some forty years ago in the use 
of the flint and steel. Great conveniences 
as matches are, they have their offset in the 
danger of fire which they constantly render 
imminent. A common case of carelessness, 
often causing most deplorable results, is the 
bad habit of throwing away a match before 
itis extinguished. Many a fire in a store 
has been ignited by a careless clerk, after 
using a match, tossing it, while still burning 
behind the ‘counter. It is but lately that we 
saw in an office in New York, the president 
of a certain company, (not a fire insurance 
company, by the way,) drop a burning 
match, which he had used, into the waste- 
paper basket under his desk. The latter 
was, of course, soon in a blaze, which, after 
causing considerable damage, was finally 
extinguished. Matches should be blown 
out after they are used, and with great care, 
so that no spark can remain to do mischief. 
lhis is so important that a patent has been 
recently taken out in Europe for a chemical 
®@lution with which the wood of the match 
is impregnatad, which. without diminishing 
its combustibility, renders it impossible for 
a spark to remain after the nett So blown 
out. So securely does this prevent accidents 
that the match may be thrown upon gun- 
‘powder immediately upon being used, with- 
out igniting it. This is valuable, as it is 
well known that for gunpowderand some 
other substances the minutest spark is as 
dangerous as a large flame.—Manufacturer 
and Builder.
